Amazement bound up all the. faculties ' 
of Salvador-— he read the flip of paper over ^ 
aAd Qver; he could in no way account far 
its c<mtcnts. Indignation aiid rage by 
turns aflkiled faim ; he could not reafon upon 
the ^aiiTe and effedls of all rhis myftayj 
hc knew not from whcnce they fprung; 
but that fbme fatal inyfterioüs plot did 
cxift, he^asmoftcertain. ' I 

He told his fervants^ cre he left Mont- 
bellia<Fd> to be upon thc wc^ch to gain in- 
tcHigeiicc ^¥here and how they eould — their 
maftcr's Üfe depended on his finding thc 
lady hc Avas in queft of.

dor^ and quick as his feeble ftate admittcd^ 
he adminiftered to the dying ; with threc 
of thc ftve he was llicccfsful in recalling 
them to life^ büt two wcre gönc for cven 

Salyädor^ fo mucH was he prepoiTefTed 
with the idea ihat Zoderiiki bad infufedv 
fomc direfiil drug into the aliment ht 
töofc^ feared to touch an^ thing he faW| 
yet banger preffing on bim, he took a bit 
of bread foaked ih the wine; and though 
the qUantity was fmali which he could get 
down, it difitifcd a gcneral warmth through 
his franse: the blood flowed quicker^ 
through his veins~natürcfi:emed reftorcd—

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bis limbs no longer rcfufed their oßice.

•• Ala« ! itiy Lord/* fairttly rcplied the 
firongeft, ^ we know not/' Another with 
i^nach dijfficulty mered^ «^ Zoderifki» Zä- 
deriflci, that villain ZoderiflciP* . 

•^ Speak» fpeak^ my honcft fricnd,'^ iaid 
Salvador^ and teil nie all you know: 
whcre arc xny peeple, my faithftil worthy 
foilowers?— .teil inc quick, are they too 
butchered?" 

•* Alas! 
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" AlasI'my.Lord, W€ know not; but 
rouzed by a tumult, aftcr we had becn in 
bcd,.we ran affrighted into the hall, whcre 
.Avefound Zoderifki and fix ftrange men,

When they were let loofe, they.direftecj 
him to thcur rooms, Mrherc he Kouid find 
fome bed-clothcs; they thenafdves wcrc 
unable to move,, fore and ftifF with cold.

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Salvadar. thcref6re made them up a tem- 
porary bed, fupplied more wine and bread,

Recovered a littlc from the tempcft of 
mind into which fo many ftrange cvents 
had thrown him,*by his bencvolcnt a<5l& 
befto\Ced upon thc unfortunate men whofe 
llves he had 'faved^ he rcfolvcd to fearch 
rhe Caftle. An awful filcncc reigncd, 
tfirough all the narrow windings of this 
vaft building. Salvador found his way, ar^d 
GÖming^to a ftecp and narrow ftaircafe, he 
' afcended : by its being circular and pro- 
digious high, he concluded it led to the top 
öf one of thp round towers, and thither,

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rltcre difclofed her fad. and melancholy 
tale. 

All hearts fyfnpathized in.the forrow of 
Mademoifelle de la Straede, for all were- 
pärtial to Mariena ; but none feit tHe blow 
fo deeply as- the Lady Abbefs : almoft a 
mother's fondnefs filled the bofom of this; 
cxccllent lady for Mariena— tears roUed 
down her cheeks, and forrow filled her 
foul. In real tribulation and defpair, flie^ 
inftantly fat döwn to write ro Salvador; 
and gave Orders for an exprefs to be ready

A$ the c^c^ovä fe- 
m^le w^ difplaying ^U (his grandeiir, M^. 
riena ;ilkcd, was \t for her all th^s magni^ 
fi€^nce was pTepare4 ? T[^he iady ^fweredl^ 
** Ycs/* And who, pray,'* faid Mariena, 
'* is the perfon whp ha$ ts^kqi fo much 
trouble?'* 

'' My Lord/' faicj xh^^ l^dy, ^« yifliei; tft 
announce l^iipfclf ; he will wait upon you 
dir^dlly; bm firft he hc5)es yoiiwilliake 
Ipme refipföiment, of whicb. yQu inuft 
fland fo ii^uch in need/* « 

S^rvaßts entere^ with a table elegantly ' 
ffrye4, pov^sreji witli dcli^ipua vi^ndsi 
hiuiger prefled fpre, and Mariena faj 
flown tp $^i:^ but allayed her thirft with 
purg Wolter : ihe could be pnevailed ujpon 
to take no other liquid of any kind. 

When her rcpall was ende^]^ and the 

table again removed^ ftie fat down to ru^ 

D 5 minatc 
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minate on the fad viciflitudes pf her life. 
Salvador^ the beloved and adored Salva- 
dor, filled her whole foul — her kind — her 
dear— her only friend, witho^t him the 
round of life was duU and unmeaning; 
and if (he was no more to behold him, the 
flcep of death would bring no horrors to 
her : but forced twice from a fafe retrear, 
withoufknowing why, fearful that each 
fucceeding momcnt Ihould bring with it 
fome new fcene of trouble and diftrefs, 
flie fickened of life, and thought that, could 
Ihe go ofF and leave this uneven world^ 
confcious that (he was beloved by. Salva- 
dor, (he would welcome death as the dear 
harbinger of repöfe. Innocent of ill, even 
in thought, (he looked forward to a better 
World, as the goal where "(he would arrive 
at that happinefs, (he was but too fenfible 
Ihe would ncver mcct in this ; and, w ith 

paticnt 
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patient refignation, await the difpenfations> 
of that Divine Providence, who, in her 
prifon in England, fent aprotedor to fave 
her from death and ruin. Then Avith -a 
heart overflowing with gratitude, and the- 
möft confident reliance on the Almighty's . 
will, falling on her knees, ** While thefc 
lips," faid flie, •' can utter, and this heart 
can didate, my morning and evening- 
prayer to the throne of mercy ll^allbe un- 
ceafingly ofFered up for the happineßi 
and profperity . of Salvador ! O God of > 
Mercy,. pout thy divine bleflings on the*- 
noble and the virtuous Salvador !'* 

Juft as ihe loudly and with fervour re- 
peated the name of Salvador, the door 
openedy and, fpringing from her knees, 
Ihe beheld a tall and graceful figure ad- 
Yancing towa^rds her : his face was uncom- 
jnonly handfome ; and the whole charader 
D 6 of 
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of his countenance ftruck her with a ßrong 
}ikenefs to Salvador. He flowly advanced, 
and taking her band with mild dignity, hc 
hoped flie feit herfelf recovcrcd from her 
fetiguc. 

*• Oh ! yes," faid Martena, tbe chÜd of 
nature, ** I am 4^ite recovered ; but teil 
me why I am brought here ; why taken 
from the good and virtuous Lady Abbcfs, 
andallmykind friends?"

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nature poOTefled, {hone forth with rc- 
doubled force. A loofe ftraw-coloure4 
robc tied round thc wafte with a lilac rib- 
band/ a ftraiv hat tied under her chin with 
che fame colour-^ber haii", in all thc 
beauty of luxuriant profufion^ brokc from 
the confinement of the hat in lighc ring- 
lets over her beauteous face^ careleßly 
flowed ön her ivory neck and down her 
ihoulders; and gave fuch an air of Arcadian 
lovelinefs to her youthful form, that th^ 
Baron feit a dcgree of paifion for her, to 
which all he bad evcr expericnced befor^ 
fecmed only the tranfient Jiking of g boy 
that died away before ha]f fornied.

tionj this, in good faith, is incongrujous/* 
thought the Baron. 

Mariena was at a lofs what meaning to 
affix to the Baron's worcls: flae djfbeliev^ 
the whole of what he had tpl4 her-r^tbe 
too warm preflure of hpr band — his eager 
gaze — too plainly ^iflured her onp thing at- 
leaft he had uttered jpiqlt be falfe— he ncver 
could be Her friend. 

Thinking 
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Thinking her totally in his power, he 
did. not fuppofe it ncceflary long to keep 
on the malkj yet he refqlved a day or two, 
fliould pafs ere he difclpfed too much : he 
left her therefore for the prefent, and, 
fcnt the lady whö had bcen wich her be- 
fore, well tutored in what fhe fliould andL 
what flie fliould not f^y. The name he 
adopted to Mariena wa^Lamballe: his. 
bcing the father of Salvador he thoughtj 
would not increafe her admiratioii of hinaj^ 
yet he thougJit, if the pureft paflion thafe 
evec warmed the heart of man, if all thQ 
pleafure and luxuryhis fortune could 
beftqw, migbt touch her heart,, he wqmIcJ 
be fiicceftful.

As he faid 
this,ä groan was heard, äs if defcending on 
him from the ceiling, followed by three 
deep-drawn lighs^ The Baron's hair 
briftled up, the damp as it were of death 
hung on his brow, and, finking into a 
chair, he heaved a heavy figh, arid echocd 
back the groan.

MaRIENA faw no more ot the Baron 
for that night : fatigued both in body and

fleep^ which was undifturbed. Confcious 
innocence rocked the cradle where infan- 
tine purity repofed, and carly rtiorning 
found Mariena refreflied, pouring forth 
her prayers and praifes to that great Being, 
to whom fheever looked up for protedion* 
Oh ! 4ow difFerent were thc fenfations 
and occupations of Leichenflein ! haughty, 
proud, vindidlive, and ferociouSj poffefled 
of an uncomnion fhare of; perfonal cou- 
rage^ fear nevef oSäiied hi» hcart : the idea 
of fupernatural vifitations he ever ridi- 
culcd as the fancy of an over-heated dif- 
turbed brain ; and tbougl^ the groan he 
had heard^ froze his blood^ he was far from 
fuppofing it proceeded from any fuperna- 
tural cau'^^ No : other dreads^ far more 
alarming to the mind of the Baron, aOailcd 
him; he was convinced that the half of his 
qwn pcople were eftranged from him, aqd 

fcrvcd 
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fcrved but through fear : fome few there 
were of this number, who He* was con- 
fcious looked on his atrocious deeds with 
fuch horror, thalf they wanted but the 
opportunity of blazing them to the world; 
and if they could be but fairly entered 
into the feryice of his fon, they would 
make it a point of confcience to difcover 
Sias, that black ^s was his hearc^ and 
vicious as were his principles, he fhud- 
dered but to think of.^ He had incau*- 
tioufly exclaimed the fentence towards the 
dofe of the laft chapter, with a voice raifed 
beyond his ufual key, and the groan too 
plainly proved he was heard by fome of 
his domeftics inimical to his interefts. 
^oderilki was the only perfon privy to 
that dreadful fecret ; he did n6t even fuf- 
^ ped that any human being had the flighteft 
idea of it. What then were his fenfa- 

tions»

Imagination, and procuring a temporary 

relief from retrofpeclive, caufed him to 

fed redoubled pleafureat again getting the 

unfoitunate Maricna into his power j for 

it was he who, with the afTiftance of a 

noble Englifli Lord of intriguing memory, 

had Mariena carried to his friend's fcat in 

the New-Foreft, Hampfhire, in England, 

where flie was to be kept until his paffion 

for Julia was cooled/ and he was enabicd 

to put her ofF by a marriage ; but we muft 

do him the juftice to believe, he did not 

mean that marriage to be with his fon : 

for the honour of humanity we wifh to 

fave him from the guilt of that unnatural 

trime. But the unexpeded difcovery of 

his amour by Salvador and his friend 

Mclhamj introduced a marriage he had but 

very 
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very littlc intended, hy which his hatred 
for his fon was redoubled, and hc was 
prcvented from attendiiig at that time to 
Mariena, as he' fet ofF immediatcly after 
his nuptfals for Berlin. 

It was extremely fingulary that fo ran- 
coroas and remorfelefs a man as Leichen« 
ftein could have been content without 
taking inftant vengeance on his fon, when 
he learnt by Zoderilki, who had feen them 
on their jourhey, thät he had refcued Ma« 
riena, and placed her in fafety ar the

When 2^dcrilkl, for it was he who had 
for days been watching the footfteps» of 
Mariena near the convent, and accofted 
her andMadenwifelledela Straede, to warn 
them of the frightful blackened ruffians^ 
informed him of the cpnverfation of the 
innoccnt Mariena, which h6 had <>ver- 
heard during her walk> ahd the foft ac- 
cents of love änd admiration flie had Ict 
fall for Salvador, jealoufy added new 
fuel to his former hate, 4nd he longed to 
get the vidlim into his power. A triifty 
fervant was difpatched to Montbelliard, 
to watch the motions of us noble Lord ; 
for Zodcriflii, as he was returning froni 
the monaftery, faw one of the pcople bc-

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longing to it, who knew him to bc the fa» 
vouritc of Lcichenftein, from ^hich he 
aogured that the Lady Abbefs would givc 
fome clue to Salvador, that poflibly might 
lead him to the Caftle of Lcichenftein. 
.« Juft fo it happened; for the letter was 
couched in fuch an>biguous terms, that 
though Salvador and Madame Lindorn faw 
that was the point to which Ihe would. 
diredl his purfuit, it did not abfolutely 
fay, the Baron your father has been the 
cruel fpoilerof your loved Mariena. 

The trufty friend of Salvador's faithful ' 
Swifs faw all thefe infamous proceedings ' 
with a mixture of hörror and defpair ; hc 
had loved and relpefted the virtuous Ba- 
ronefs, and mourned her melancholy end : 
to her noble fon he had transferred all the 
love and veneration he had had for her ; 
and nothing but the fear of not being 

able 
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able to bring fufficient proof, prcvcntcd bis 
difclofing the ftiocking ipyftery that hung 
over her fudden deceafe. This worthy 
man, being of a noble difpofition, and 
having ati underilanding enlarged and^ 
much improved hy ftudy (for a long life 
of €afe in the fervice öf th^ Baroncfs lefc 
moft of his hours bis own, which, inftead 
of pafling in idle; diflipation, he gave up 
to the improvement of his mind)-^this 
man, I fay, was hc who witnefled the 
fliamelefs intimacy of Julia with the Baron, 
and dcplored the mifcry that maft enfue 
to Salvador from his attachment ro that 
frail woman : he therefore madc Mr. Mel- 
ham acquainted with the whole, in order 
that his bcloved young mafter fliould fly 
the allurements of that fyren who would 
blaft his future days^ This faithfui guar- 
dian of th^ honour of Salvador, to whofe 
£ ? prefervation 
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prefervation he rifkcd his own fafetjr, re- 
folved that neither Mariena nor Salvador 
fhould fall a facrificc to fuch a monfter of 
iniquity as the Baron: his honefl: heart 
fliuddered/for the trembllng lamb, ashe 
fhowed her into the great hall ; and, when 
the door of the apartment allott'ed. för 
her was clofed, he heaved a figh-^a tear 
feil on his check — ^thc innocence, the 
beauty of Mariena affedted him ftrongly^ 
and filled him with fuch zeal for her pre*» 
fervation, as promifed to proteÄ her froni 
the power of the Baron* Though the cha,. 
rader of Zoderilki and his could not aili- 
milate, yet he had» for future purpoies^ 
always kept on terms with him^ and never

Dermandoft at 
firft atteniipted to laugh it ofF, then rea- 
foned with him ; but Hill he found Zo-^ 
derilki was not to be perfuaded, and he 
gave fuch regulär and repeated accounts, 
that Dermandoft really concluded hc faw 
thofe frightfui fpcäres in his unquiet 
E 3 ^ dreams. 
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dreams, c!aufed by confcience working in 
thc dead hour of night, and that he fup- 
pofed himfelf awake. At length, a few 
nights after^ Mariena became an inhabi« 
tant of the Caille; Zoderifki entreated, ia 
thempft earnell manner, that Dermendoft 
'would pafs one night in his apartment ; 
fo that Dermendoft, extremely curious to

Dcrmandoft by accident Ictting fall bis 
tooth-pick, Zoderilki in an agony bounccd 
from his chair, and fvvore thejr were 
Coming: • the pther laughed, but re- 
marked the real and genuine maiks of 
fear about him too ilröng to be midaken» 
The ufual hour however paffing without 
any appearance, gave to Dcrmandoft fuf- 
ficicnt grounds to rally the timid fears of 
his companion, and taking up a fecond 
candle, and lighting it, " You fee, my 
friend/' faid he, '^ I have laid the ghoft ; 
fo go to bed and fleep in peace, and I fhall 
go to mine." -Zoderilki, falling on his 
knecs, implored him to continue this one 
E 4 ^'^ght 
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night with him : " At two, at three^I havc 
often been difturbed, but generally, I own, 
it comes at onc.

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** Pho, pho/' faid the Bar0n^ rccover- 
ing himfelf, ^^ ic's no fuch thijRig-~it can-

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tioned.to Madame Lindorn^ that he was 
going from home thc following day. Her 
fcars werc all alive for his fafety — Ihc 
turned pale.——" My möft execellent 
friend/' faid he, taking both her hands, 
and refpedfully preffing them, ** how 
much aiti I honoured and gratified by 
your parental regards for mel Ohl*' 
faid he« fqueezli^ them empatically, <^ ixt 
your love for me, you liilfil all my dear 
niother could have expcdlcd from your 
friendfliip j takc care öf your precious lifc 
for my fäkc; for I confidcr you as my 
beft friend, whofe regard is thc greatcft 
Iblace of the wretchcd Salvadar's cxift- 
ence. The efteem of Madame Lindorn 
attachcs me to life — for her I fliould wiih 
to live— yes, deareß Madame, you make 
my home the refidence of content and 

pcace— 
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pcace — — I quit it with regret^ and return 
to it with pleafure/* 

Madame Lindorn retumed the preflure 
of the hands — the tear of grateful fcnfibi- 
lity mountcd to her eye» j atid when Ihe 
thought of the daftger her beloved friend 
was to encounter, by braving hls cruel fa- 
ther's power, they ran over and dropped 
on the hands of Salvador. He ftarted— 
" My fecond mother/' faid he^ ** why all 
this alarm ? I would not give you pain— 
yet the helplefs — innocent — virtuous Ma- 
ricna— r-I cannot be at peace, whilc ftie 
is expofed to dangers of which I trernble 
but to think. OJi! what may not that 
gentle being at this moment fufFer \ 1 arn 
now by your kind care recovered to hcalth 
and ftrength : let me then make ufe of

Madame Lindorn pleaded, and, encou- 
raged by his condutfl, ventured to entreat. 

•« Believe nie/' faid he,: « I feel the re- 
gards of a fon for you^ to which I have an^ 
nexed the duty alfö ; but I cannot, indeed^ 
I cannot leavc this fweet girl, who has no 
prote&or but myfelf — unfought. Was 
flie under your kind protedUon, I Ihould 
never wifli to quit Montbelliard — my foul 
was formed for domeftic life — ^you have 
made my Caftle a paradife ; and had not 

misfortune blafted my early pofterity ** 

hc paufed--. — ^' Good night— my fccond 
mother — fear not for mc — afliire mc you 
will not make yourfclf unhappy, — and my 

dangers» 
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dangers, whatever thcy may be, T Ihall 
feel lightly.'* 

Madame Lindorn turned from him with 
a heart overflowing with forrow for^his 
miferies, and fear for his fafety : flie flcd 
tQ her room, and burfting into tcars— 
^* Dear image of his bleflcd mother — may 
all the hoft of heaven proted him^ crown 
him with happinefs, and grant him all his

with Icfs and Icfs emotion— Ihc knew there 
was a pridc and great matter of boaft, to 
mect diftrefs with fortitude ; yct her fancy 
ftirunk difaiayed from the woeful profped: 
that now lay beforc Salvador ; and whcn 
flie rcfleded that the vaft revenues of 
Montbelliard would become the Baron's 
in cafc of any accident to him, her trou- 
bled foul could take no rcft.

" Let my Lord go to the draw-bridge/* 
faid Freidrach : " we can fee from this. 
iide who they are ; if fpes, they cannot 
enter, and my Lord will be more at eafe 
to witnefs them himfelf." They all pro- 
ceeded together, and coming to the gate- 
way, Dermandoft and Mariena ftood alonc 
on the other fide. Salvador flew to her— 
caught her in his arms — and, without ar- 
ticulating a fingle Word, fprung with her 
into the court. " Make fad the gates,** 
faid he. " Thank God, my deareft Ma-

not

Once more baniflied 
his late regained momentary tranquillity, 
and Walking round the t'errace to the nor- 
thern front, the black flupendous moun- 
tains o'ercapped with gloom — the dark 
and ftately cyprefles and pines, fiUed him 
with melancholys and contemplating the 
feenies he had fo lately witnefled, the vices, 
follies, and cruelties of beings like him- 
fclf, involuntarily a queftion occurred, 
why the Great Author of all good ihould 
people the earth with wretches fo worthlefs 
and depraved? The value of Ufe, when 
weighed, is found of littlc worth 5 all the 
candour and good-nature of the manof fen-> 
fibility is infufficieht to enable him to ob« 

fcrve 
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ferve the, common forms of life with thofe 
who are devoid of every virtue, whofe 
hearts are hardened by evcry cnormity, of 
paflions the moft violent and abhorrenr : 
thefe men are for ever» crofling our path, 
and ftrewing our way with thorns. Con-* 
fcious fecurity, which alonc gives life 
value, is not to bc found in this planet s 
the mind is held in perpetual fufpence — in 
the morhent of expe(äed blifs the cup of 
happinefs is dafhed from our lips^ and we 

- find ourfelves involved in mifery and dif- 

appointment. Such is the lot of man— « 

. ^^ born to trouWe as the fparks fly uj)- 

.*^ wards/' 

Salvador walked flowly into the Caftle, 
reflecäing on Madame De Sallenci's hap-' 
lefs fate. At the age of twenty-fix — look- 
ing back upon years of the moft extreme 
luifery— dcprived of all her flourifliij|ß 
G 6 profpefts-^ 
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profpedls^-^lhorn of her honours^-dead to 
her family and friends. He fighed frcm 
the bottom of his heart. A ftranger, 
. thought he^ can afibrd but little confola* 
tion to fuch griefs as bers.

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had becn long üxed there. Mariena 
caught the infedion — her lip quivered as 
flic changcd the converfation, with the 
hope of difpelling thofe bitter remem- 
brances from the mind of Madame Lin- 
dorn^ which Ihe had inadvcrtently caufed 
torife. 

Whati a female circle had accident drawn 
to Montbelliard l Madame De Sallenci 
claimed an intereft in the afFedtions of

Hc 
wiflied much to know her ftory; but 
fcared to leärn it from herfelf, left in the 
weak ftate ifhe was in, loft happinefs he- 
ilig recälled to her recolledioii by minute 
detail, the remembrance might hurt her 
feelings töo much, and increafe her bodily 
difeafe. Mis curiofity was raifcd to know 
Bow (he came into the power of the 
«Baron, and alfo the time; for Madatne 
De Sallenci was too young to have fallen 
his prey before he was married, and ihe 
was too long a vidim to his cruelties tp 
have bccome fuch, fubfequent to thp death 
öf the Baroneis his mother : it muft thcn

häve been during the lifc-timc of that 

angel. The thought h^rrqwcd up the 

ibul of Salvador — he feit moft poignantly 

his loft mother's wrongs ; but to rcycnge 

them was impoffible. The glirnmering 

twilighjt had caft its (hadows.on the earth, 

when Salvador found himfelf at fome di- 

ftance from the Caftle. His -thoughts werc 

öccupied on fubjecäs that fo abforbedhis 

xnind, he walked forward Aviihgut copfi- 

dcring that -danger might arreft his fteps. 

A gentle £alling brook cchoed its foft 

inurmurs to his cs^r, and by its influcnce 

increafed the melaneholy of his reflexions 

*— he fat him down, ruminating on all the 

fad viciffitüdes of life—the tender cön-^ 

llant Iqve his tnother bore her Lord — her 

fwcet attentionsf to hifn — her duteous, 

virtuous, admirable conduct-^to mect 

with fuch return. He traced her beauties 

—the 
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*— the lofry lovelinefs of her mien— hef 
numerous charms — her good fenß— her 
prudence — and her gentle temper. — -Did 
but Hcaven providehim withfuch a mate^ 
could he be infcnfible to thc treafure 
hc was bleft with, and wander to another ? 
No; his virtuous, generous, and afFec- 
tionate foul fhrunk at the thought. He 
would entwine fuch ä being round his 
faithful heart — he would fliield her from 
the breeze — he would nurfe her like a 
tender plant; and, when the bloom had 
worn ofFand left the ftalk devoid of blof- 
foms^ his precious love Ihould ftill re- 
vivc, and friendfhip diffufe the fap through 
all its füding branches, and tinge its 
falling kaves with all the beauty and fpiric 
of gay, new, buddinggrcen. 

Thc 'fpring of life needs little to fup* 
port its neWi^born joys— the fummer comcs 

and 
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ftnd adds new ftrcngth and pleafure — ^thö 
autumn Ihews us mifery and pain ; and 
crc thc wintcr paflcs off, the meafure of 
our wocs is füll. Such is the envied life of 
man, and fuch was the fate of the angel 
Salvador deplored. He turned his thoughts 
on Julia ; and the quick fucceflion of 
ideas brought him to the fcenc he witneffed 
in her Chamber, clafped in the arms of the 
Baron. His blood ran cold— the gently- 
murmuring brook, which but juft now 
foothed him with melancholy pleafure^

He funk his head on the col4 
ground— hc gave way to fenfations f^ 
acute, hc wilhed tHat death fiiould conae 
to eafe his pains. 

. The noife of cUlhing fwords firft fquze^ 
Jiim frooi his reverie*-hc raifed himfelf^ 
and hearing nothing morci he funk again, 
convinccd it wa^ qr^y the fancy of his 
brain.

. hurt, and from this moment begins to 
live. He prefled her to his heart: tcars 
burft from the eyes of Maricna— the fpft 
preffure and eager words of Salvador co- 

. vered her with cqnfufion: Ihe had bc-*. 

tr^yed, in ^hc moment of tcrror for {us 

H 3 lifc. 
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lifc, the fecrct of her hcart ; and as flie 
leaned upon his arm returning to the 
Caftle, ncither could fpeak : the foul of 
Salvador was foftencd — his heart was 
touched — a flame pure as poflefled by ce-.. 
leilial fpirits arofe, and kindled into love^ 
The' iick man was borne k back way 
into the Caftle^ and Salvador led Mariena

The crimfoned check of ^a- 
ricna fhcwed tjiat the fame fenfation pof- 
fcffed her alfb: when fhe thanked him in 
reply to his tender cnquiric» after h§r 
health, Ihe turncd her large bluc prb» 
upon him with fuch cxpreffion — fuch 
foftnefs, gratitudc. and afFedlion— every 
correfpondent beauty of her lovely face 
was he^ghtened by the fweet cadcnces that 
feil &om her toBgue, and Salvador ga?^d 
»6 in 
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in ccftafy on thc charming crcatutc yvhb 
but a fc\\r hours beforc taught him to hey 
licvc there yet cxifted a bcing fraughtwith 
real good, who had giveh him her whole 
heart abftradfcd from any interefted view: 
and he niight now bc faid to havc firft 
known what love was ^ for what he had 
feit for Julia could not properly be called 
by that name. 

The charafter of Julia would never 
have gained the affcdions of fuch a heart 
as Salvador's, had their äcquainta^ce com- 
ipenced at the age of their feparation ; hi& 
difpofition, tender and aliyb to all the 
fofter touches of the heart^ formed in. the 
tfender cradle an infantine p^ffion for his. 
blooming conipanion, which, from hisr

Mariena firft drew him from himfelf : 
his difcoverv and refeue of her in fonae 
meafiire tranquillized his flill «gitated 
fpiriis — her Company and gentle manners 
fäcilitated the happy change j änd when 
he parted frorri her, ftie bccame an objed 
4ön -which he ^ften turacd. Mad^e 
Lindorn's ihany ^xcellencies aifo brought 
>2»iother objed ro refledl upon, all which 
fervcd to caim his tr<mbled mind, and 
4raw him from retrafpedions, which bad 
Ibefore kepf bim in a ftate of ^abftracäed 
4»i^driefs, when Hylay, as his'^mother's 
gift, was all the world to him. 

The late fccnes at Leichenfteiri, and the 
horrors whlch ftruck him at the know- 
ledge öf his father's crimcs, agaia exco- 
riated a ipind fore from the recent dlflrefs

* dt Mariena*s being carried off and conSs:^ 
qucnt danger i but her rci;urn in fafe^ 

* calmed again his foul : the joy he ftlt on 
it gave hini new life^ and the difcovery of 
her love, at jl moment when refledion had 

; thrown his thoughts into a particular agi- 
tation, we may almoft fay, completed his 
happincfs. Love flowed in, and took pof- 
feflion, fole pofleffion, of all his fäcukie« : 
his forrows were fufpended, and his heart> 
which had been fo long in the habit of 

: fufFering, no longer mourned. Thegloom 
to which we find him fo extremety prone» 
wore off: before this period all his reflcc- 

: tions pointed o,ut the miferies he fufFercd, 
and the agitations of one day made him 
dread the coming of the nexi; but Ma- 
riena now foftened the paft, brought joy 
to the prefent,. and in the future pro-

The 
rccoUe&ion of repeated ccimes» the dreads 
and fears attendaat an fuch guilt as hlSj 
began to harrow up his fouL The phaiv 
toms of pleafiire^ he had with fuch avidiqr 
purfued» ever ehided his grafp: he kncw 
iumfblf to be the objoä of hatred and in* 
««tcratc diflike*-^that no tcar would fallat

fcrabk. He fought to obyiate unknawn 
d^ngers— he became afraid of every pcrfon 
ihat appVoached—jealoafy and fufpicion 
cmbiccered every hour of bis exiftence. 

About this time a gentkman arrived at 
Leicbenftein^ and remäined fome dzj9. 
The Baron became more and more gloomy 
cvery hour; after repeated Conferences,

" Finding her Ignorant and urifufpiciöi» 
of thfe real perfori, I ftrove to hide my 
thought&,"and, with a heart cHWrwhelmed 
with affliaion, I 'funk by her fide; and 
taking her dear'hancj in mine, we prayed 
together.

a l^ill agony, more to be dreaded than the 
mofl; violent emocions^ took pofleflion gf 
mc-j and when I can^e to myfelf, the rc- 
curring to the circumflances of her death 
Ihocked my inmoft foulj and n^arly again 
reduced me to the ftate I had fo |ately re- 
covered froni : her laft requeil fol^ly oc- 
cupied my thoij^hts« fron) the mpment of 
jeturning fcnfe; and pondcring on the 
fafeft and mofl probable m/eaas^ I.cho^;

. *^ I could have little pr no doubt pf iti 
being the Baron who adpiiniftered the 
poifon ; fpr on a flight illnefs of the Ba^ 
ronefs^ a phyfician wha was called in pre« 
fpribcd a medicine^ which was brought 

to 
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to the Baron: at that time the Baroncfs 
Uras lying on my breaft, and he flanding 
by took the phial from Annette, and fent 
her on fome meffage : when, retiring to a 
table as if to pour it out, I faw hiiHi by 
the refleftion of a mirror, take from his 
waiftcoaft pocket a paper of powder, and 
mix it with the draught- I then thought 
it to be a part of tlie phyfician's prefcrip* 
tioft, and töokjio notice, until I perceivcd 
a general trtnior feize him, on t^king the 
fcup from her immediately aftcr drinking :

contrived no doubt in troublefome times 
Ibr the Ikfety of the owners. Through 
thefe with admirable addrefi he lightly 
glidqd« anddeceived the frightened eye: ac^ 
fuch a moment the tortured mind <^ a' 
xnurderer wants courage to coUeA itfdf ? 

and. 
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and, forgiye me, my Lord, to you my 
arts were alfo ihewn, fortbefe reafoas. I 
Could not bring myfelf to wound your 
feelings, and yet I wilhed to warn you of 
your mpthcr's fate and father's crimes: 
my tborough knowiedge of bis charadter 
and circuraftances, juftly awakencd all my 
fears y and Langftain's conftant informä* 
tion of bis pecuniary dillreflcs, töld me 
your fortune was his ainu Well knowing, 
my Lord, you poflefs a beart firm and 
brave, and tbat its innöcence could fear 
no in, I hoped by trivial nightly vifita- 
tions, äs from your motber*s troubled 
Ipirir, wbat I wifhed you/to know lyould 
yourfelf fufmife* At your arrival, by am- 
biguous hintsl awiikened alarms concerii- 
ing the Chamber in wbich you were to

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confcience mih hope to heal his foul ; fbr 
it was neccflary to his charaöer, that he 
ihould fufFer ere he could fcci. To awaken 
him fiom fin was my moft ardcnt wilh, 
next tothat of faving you; and every power 
of my tnind was exerted toacjt för the bgft. 
I wifhcd to turn his thoughts towards en- 
deavouring'to recöncile himfelf to that 
all-mighty power he had fo grofsly of- 
fendcd, and who cven in this world has 
fcarfully avenged my innocent, virtuous, 
loft friend/* 

Madame Lixldom ceafed ; and looking 
in the cyes of Salvador for her pardon, fiie 
received every aflurancc of the high fenfe 
he had of her prudcnce, fidelity, and high- 
wrought friendfhip for the Baronefs, his 
mother ; and fo perfeÄly reconciled her to 
herfelfj that thofe tumults of uneafy un- 
certainty fubfided^ and left a calm on the

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ipind of Madame Lindorn, fhe had long 
been. a ftranger to. The meflenger re-

tablp waysf of PröVidence* Driven from 
ifecicty by j^^ cpncuri^n^re of wh^t appcare4 
to aiprtal eye the mpft unfortunate Cir- 
cumftances^ my Lord has been eventually 
Icd to the higheft fummit of human 'hap- 
pinefs; and we find, that however for a 
time juftice may be obfcured, and virtue 
opprefled, yct that that grtat Ppwer, whofc 
mercy is over all his works, in his own 
good time, even in this world, vifits wirh 
bi&punilhraents, and confers his rewards.**
